faced the batteries alone for a time. 
The highest gun of the enemy's water 
battery was In rbarge of a boy of-tho 
name of Frenua. War was fun to tint 
lad. and when he saw tln> confusion 
among the Federal ships lie said to bin 
mates. ".See me take the tallest cliltn- 
ni-y."

For some uni-.\plained reason the Con- 
federates did not take advantage of 
the surprise which meant escape to 
them.

He died soon after Donelsnn as the re- 
sult of exposure in the campaign. 
.Smllh had been a character In the old 
army. When told. In 1.SU1. thi«t he was 
licensed <„' disloyalty, he said. "Never 
mind; they'll take It back after the 
llrst battle." 


There was another Wallace besides 


Own-nil Lew at Donolson. This was 
Colonel W. II. L. Wallace, who led a 
brigade.

ness, especially during file excitement 
over the broken line of battle.

schools, also that It IH a pure matter 
of Justice to the poorer classes of 
people .who are the ones to be most 
tpnefltted. 
In the first place the Kindergarten 


•will take care of the poor woman's 
children allowing her to do her work 
and very often earn a little towards 
their maintenance with the feeling 
that her little ones are In good hands 
fin'she need not worry about' them 
'vhllst she Is away working.
